TREASURY ABANDONS PLAN 
TO REPLENISH WHISKY STOCK 


Lowman Says Withdrawals Have 

Decreased and There Is No 

' Present Medicinal Need. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The 
Treasury has abandoned proposals 
for the resumption of manufacture 
of medicinal liquor this year, As- 
sistant Secretary Lowman  an- 
nounced today. Lowman said the 
decision was reached after a con- 
ference with Commissioner Doran 
of the Prohibition Bureau and was 
based on a decrease in liquor with- 
drawals for medicinal purposes. 

Without disclosing the number 
of gallons on hand, Lowman said 
there would be a sufficient supply 
to make unnecessary the immedi- 
ate resumption of manufacturing 

Lowman declared that additional 
whisky for medicinal purposes 
might not be needed for several 
years, inasmuch as “an enormous 
stock” was on hand. Withdrawals 
last year amounted to 1,588,000 gal- 
lons, he said. 

The plan which had been consid- 
ered was the setting up of several 
corporations for the manufacture 
of whisky under Government super- 
vision.

You may write your address on 
the vack of the envelope whenever 
you wish, It is always correct to 
do so, if you wish, and is of great 
value, of course, if you have any 
doubt as to the arrival of the Iet- 
ter or as to the accuracy of the 
address on the front of the en- 
velope. 

This writing of a return address 
on the back of the envelope is a 
question of convenience to the 
writer rather than a question of 
etiquette.

TUBERCULAR CATTLE 
CURED, DECLARES 
OREGON INSPECTOR 


Cleared of Disease in Five 
Months; Three Slaughtered 
to Verify Test. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 9.—Dr. 
A. J. Dinse, United States Livestock 
Inspector, today announced exam- 
ination of three of 10 cows sub- 
jected to a tuberculosis cure five 
months ago after they had been 
condemned, showed the animals 
were free from any sign of the 
disease and fit for human con- 
sumption. The treatment was 
evolved by Dr. George Kirkpatrick, 
Portland veterinarian. 

Dr. Dinse said thé three cows 
were slaughtered and subjected to 
a searching examination and that 
even the glandular structure of one 
of the animals was found free of 
tuberculosis. This was said to be 
most unusual in the case of ani- 
mals which hav> reacted to the tu- 
berculin tests.

and transportation facilities, at a 
cost of two billion francs, ($150,- 
000,000) is being considered by the 
Belgian parliament, it was learned 
at the Embassy here.

The identification testimony did 
not fix the crime upon either man, 
in the opinion of the trial Judge, 
who told the jury that, standing 
alone, it must be regarded as in- 
sufficient for conviction. The jury 
was within its discretionary power 
in rejecting the alibis of the men, 
as it did. 

The Cap and a Buliet. 


Next for consideration, then, is 
the physical evidence for identifi- 
cation. It was chiefly (1) a cap 
dropped at the murder scene was 
alleged to have been similiar in 
color and. style to one habitually 
worn by Sacco; (2) the bullet 
which killed Berardelli was alleged 
to be of such character as to make 
it possible for experts to say wheth- 
er it had been fired from a pistol 
found on Sacco, and (3) that a 
revolver found on Vanzetti had 
been owned by Berardelli.

Accordingly, the state bore down 
heavily on this portion of the evi- 
dence. Two experts were produced 
by the state and two by the de- 
fense. ‘Later the defense produced 
a third expert in arguing for a new 
trial. 

Experts on both sides fired bul- 
lets from the pistol and compared 
them with the bullet taken from 
Berardelli’'s body. One State ex- 
pert declared as the sum of his‘in- 
vestigation that he was “inclined to 
believe” that the fatal bullet had 
been fired from the revolver found 
On Sacco. 

The second State witness, Capt. 
William H. Proctor, declared: “My 
opinion is that it is consistent with 
having been fired from that pistol.” 

This testimony was interpreted 
by the Judge to the jury in his 


was his (Sacco’s) pistol that fired 
the bullet that caused the Heath of 
Berardelli. To this effect the 
Commonweoth introduced the tes- 
timony of two witnesses, Messrs. 
Proctor and Van Amburgh.”’ 


But subsequently Capt. Proctor 
made an affidavit that he did not 
want his testimony to be so con- 
strued. In fact, he had the oppo- 
site conviction. Not only was he 
unprepared to state that the fatal 
shot had been fired from Sacco’s 
pistol, but that he felt that it had 
not been. Furthermore, he de- 
clared, the District Attorney knew 
that he was unwilling to testify 
that the bullet had come from Sac- 
co’s pistol. The District Attorney 
repeatedly had endeavored to com. 
mit him to such a statement, Capt. 
Proctor declared, so that the form 
of the question, “consistent with 
having been fired from.  Sacco’s 
pistol’’ was resorted to. Capt. Proc- 
tor said that the correct interpreta- 
tion of his testimony would have 
been that the fatal bullet was fired 
from a pistol of the same make and 
caliber as Sacco’s. Beyond that he 
was not prepared to go. Capt. 
Proctor has died since making the 
affidavit. 

The two defense experts at she 
tria) testified that, in their judz- 
ment, the fatal bullet could sot 
have been fired from Sacco’s pis- 
tol, and that the pit in the barrel 
proved to be insufficient to mark 
bullets fired through it as the fa- 
ta: bullet was marked. Later a 
third expert took the same view. 


The summary of evidence on this 
important phase of the case is: One 
expert “inclined to believe” that 
the bullet was fired from Sacco's 
pistol, one not prepared to so state, 
and three who declared positively 
that the bullet was not fired from 
Sacco’s pistol. 

The Governor’s special commi:t- 


tee points out that the fatal bullet 
was of an obsolete type, so obsolete 
‘that one of the defense experts 


could find none for his tests, and 
that 20 bullets found upon Sacco 
when he was arrested were of the 
same obsolete type. 

“Consciousness of Guilt.” 

In denying a motion for a new 
trial, Judge Thayer commented as 
follows: “These verdicts did not 
rest. in my judgment, upon the tes- 
timony of the eyewitnesses, for the 
defendants called more witnesses 
than the Commonwealth to testify 
that neither of the defendants were 
in the bandit car. The evidence 
that neither of the defendants was 
circumstantial and .was evidence 
that is known in law as ‘conscious- 
ness of guilt.’” 

The “consciousness of guilt” was 
deduced from the demeanor of the 
men when they were arrested. The 
defense in thie phase of the case ‘sr: 

The murders occurred at a 
time when Attorney-General 
Paimer’s unhappy, tlegal raids 
upon radicals were at their 
height. Sacco and Vanzett! were 
radicals. They knew themselves 
‘9 be guilty of acta, which, un- 
der Palmer's interpre‘ation, 
would ilkely subject them to de- 
portation at least. An event that 
they felt to be ominous had just 
eceurred. One of their friends 
had been arrested and held in- 


communicado in the offices of 


the Department of Justice in New 
York for more than 30 days. 
During his confinement he 
plunged from a window in the 
building to his death on the 
pavement below. 

Sacco and Vanzetti and their 
friends were frightened. Van- 
zetti - as dispatched to New York 
to consult other comrades as to 
what to do. He returned with 
the word that they mus® colicct 
from among their friends all 
radical or “red” literature and 
hide or destroy it. They were 
on their-way to get the auto- 
mobile of a friend when they 
were arrested. 


They answered all the ques- 
tions of the police by les. It 
was urged that innocent men do 
not lie. But Sacco and Vanzetti 
were, in their own consciousness, 
not innocent men. They were 
guilty of just such acts as had 
caused deportations among their 
friends. They did not know they 
were being arrested for murder. 
They were not told. They 
thought they were arrested as 
radicals and they led in re- 
sponse to questions of their 
whereabouts. 


The police officers who arrested 
them testified that on the way to 
jail that Sacco put his hand be- 
neath his overcoat and was warned 
against doing so again. Vanzetti 
also made a motion that the offi- 
cers attribu >d to an effort to 
draw a weapon. Sacco and Van- 
zetti both denied any such thought. 
The inference of the police was 
that they knew they were going 
to their death for murder and con- 
sidered trying to shoot their way 
out. 


Their lies, their effort to reach 
for weapons, which they denied, 
constitutes the chief evidence of 
“consciousness of guilt,” which, in 
the opinion of the Judge, resulted 
in their conviction. 

On the other hand, their friends 
pointjto circumstances tending to 
support their freedom from con- 
sciousness of guilt of the crime of 
which they have been convicted. 


The Lives the Men Led. 


In the days after the murder, 
both Sacco and Vanze‘* pursued 
their even daily lives. Both were 
at their employment. Neither fled. 
They appeared in public as they 
always had. Indeed, when arrested 
Sacco had a “manifest” for a meet- 
ing at which Vanzetti was to speak. 
The loot of the murders and rob- 
bery was $15,000. Yet neither man 
alterel his simple habit of living. 
No portion of the money was traced 
to them nor to any of their friends. 


What are the probabilities of the 
case? Are they for or against 
likelihood of Sacco and Vanzeiti 
engaging in murder and highway 
robbery? Both were industrious. 

Sacco had $1400 in the bank. 
His employer testified that he was 
steady and dependable. 
married. Vanzetti, a gentle man of 
some education in his native 
tongue, lived a simple, open iife. 
Except for their political beliefs 
they might be regarded as having 
an unbroken record of orderly citi- 
zenship. The murders for which 
they were convicted were atroci- 
ous. Parmenter and Berardelli 
were shot down without a word. 
They were given no opportunity to 
surrender their money. 


Arrest Came by Chance. 
‘The arrest of Sacco and Van- 
zetti came about by chance. The 
police found the automobile used 
by the bandits abandoned on a 
country road with evidence that 
the bandits had transferred to a 
smaller car. They had been toid 
that the bandits looked like 
Italians, so began search and watch 
for Italians owning small care 
Among such was one the owner of 
which it was later discovered wis 
one Boda, an anarchist and friend 
of Sacco and Vanzetti. His car 
was kept in a public garage end 


the garage owner was instructed 
to notify the police whenever any- 
one came for it. 

In their mission of collecting all 
“radical literature.” Sacco and 
Vanzett! sought an automobile they 
say and went to their friend, Boda, 
who agreed to aid them. Sacco, 
Vanzetti, Boda and a comrade. (r- 
ciana, went to the garage. The 
garage owner called attention to 
the fact that the car lacked a cur- 
rent license and that they wouid 
be arrested if they used it. They 
departed. 
Sacco and Vanzetti on a street car. 
Orciana was arrested next day. but 
proved an alibi for the day of th» 
murders. Boda fled and has not 
been apprehended. 


Concerning the fact that Van- 
zetti, previously to the trial for the 
South Braintree crime, had been 
convicted of highway robbery, e- 
lix’ Frankfurter, professor of law in 
Harvard University. in his ex- 
haustive analysis of the case, had 
the following: to say: “In this sc- 
count of the joint trial of Sacco «nd 
Vanzotti, the details of Vanzetti's 
separate trial cannot find a place.

FIASCO AT GENEVA 
WINS COOLIDGE 10 
NAVY'S PLAN FOR 
BUILDING CRUISERS 


After Conference at Rapid 
City With Wilbur, Presi- 
dent Approves Depart- 
ment’s Program. 


FULL SPEED AHEAD 
ON 8 NEW VESSELS 


Construction of Huge Au- 
thorized Dirigible Held Up 
by Contract Terms, Secre- 
tary Announces. 


By the Associated Press. 
RAPID CITY. 8, B., Aug. §.—The 


shipbuilding program developed by 
the General Board of the Navy De- 
partment, which was described to- 
day at the summer White House as 
“moderate,” has been approved by 
President Coolidge after a confer- 
ence here with Secretary Wlibur. 

Moreover, as a result of the fail. 
ure of the Geneya naval armaments 
conference, full speed ahead has 
been ordered on the construction of 
the eight additional cruisers au- 
thorized by Congress. It has been 
decided that these ships should be 
put on the seas within the three- 
year period it takes te complete 
them. 

While keels for two of the eight 
crusers have been laid, only the 
Plans have been developed for the 
other six. Congress overruled Pres- 
ident Coolidge last winter in ap- 
propriating fully for three of the 
vessels on which work had not been 
commenced and for . which the 
money available for construction 
would have been passed back into 
the Treasury last July. Now these 
three, with the other five will be 
fn into commission as s00n as pos- 
sible. 


After his conference today, Sec. - 


retary Wilbur also announced that 
all plans for construction of the 
huge lighter-than-air ship author- 
ized by Congress would be held up 
pending approval by Congress of 
the proposed contract for this ship, 
which would be three times as 
large as the Los Angeles, Wilbur 
is refusing to accept a contract on 
cost plus fixed price basis. The 
only firm which hag submitted an 
acceptable plan for the gigantic 
ship is insisting on this contract, 
and the Secretary will leave it up to 
Congress to decide whether such a 
contract will be accepted. 
To Go Ahead With Pians. 

Wilbur issued the following state- 
ment in connection with the Navy's 
plans: 

“We expect to go ahead with 
the building and replacement plan 
of shipbuilding for the Navy as 
authorized by the General Board 
for our needs. There will be no 
changes in the plan due to the 
inability to reach an agreement at 
Geneva. 

“The exact details to be pre- 
sented to the next Congress have 
not yet been determined and will 
be arrived at in the usual manner.” 

While he would not amplify this 
statement, it is understood the Gen- 
eral Board's plans call for con- 
struction of probably twelve 16.- 
000-ton cruisers with 8-inch gune 
in addition to the eight cruisers of 
19,000 tons now under construction. 

To Confer on Boulder Dam. 

Plans for prospective action on 
the Boulder Canyon dam project in 
Congress this winter held President 
Coolidge’s attention today with the 
arrival in the Black Hille of Secre- 
tary Work, who has predicted en- 
actment of a Colorado River power 
measure.

Practically, the Monroe Doctrine exhibits 
as its justification a long period of peace. 
{It is concerned with the only great division 
of the world’s territory which has had such 
freedom for so many years. Nearly every 
other part of the rorld is troubled by the 
intervention of Europeans. Japan is vir- 
tually the only country outside of the west- 
ern hemisphere which ts free from the dom- 
inance of European force. Sovwth and Cen- 
tral America are mot so undesirable as to 
find in their unattractiveness a reason for 
their immunity. 

The United States has adhered to the pol- 
icy that it is undesirable te have the 
European complex in this part of the world. 
if still holds good so far as we can perceive 
benefits, although we certainly would not 
wish the land occupied by Canada changed 
in the character of population and govern-

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CHURCH CONFEREES 


World Meeting of Various De- 
nominations Trying to Agree 
on Doctrinal Statement. 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland, Aug. 9. 
—The World Conference on Faith 
and Order entered the second stage 
of its work when its 500 delegates, 
representing nearly all Christian 
denominations, began behind closed 
doors yesterday the preparation of 
reports on the doctrine. 

These reports are to be present- 
ed to the entire conference on 
Thursday. Since more than 20 dif- 
ferent languages are spoken by the 
delegates, the task of providing in- 
terpreters for the commissions and 
their sub-committees is taxing the 
resources of conference leaders. 

The general sessions have shown 
that there are three main elements 
represented here. The Anglicans 
of Great Britain and the British 
Dominions and the American Epis- 
copalians are one: the so-called 
free churches, including Metho- 
dists, Wesleyans, Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists, Lutherans, Bap- 
tists and other Protestant churches 
outside the Anglican and Episco- 
palian churches, constitute the sec- 
ond element; and the third is the 
Eastern Orthodox church, repre- 
sented by a majority of its most 
powerful patriarchs. 

Among the chairmen of the com- 
missions are Dr. William Adams 
Brown of Union Theological Sem- 
inary, who heads the commission 
studying the subject of the “na- 
ture of the church;” Dr. Adolf 
Deissmann of Berlin, head of the 
commission on “The Church’s Mes- 
sage to the World.” and Canon 
Tissington Tatlow of London, head- 
ing the commission dealing with 
the “church’s common confession 
of faith.’”’ ‘The last named com- 
mission will consider the question 
of creed. 

Bishop F. J. McConnell of Pitts- 
burg, Methodist, is vice chairman 
of Dr. Deissmann’s section.

They were depending | 
upon reasonably “mild penalties on | 
a large proportion of those who of- 
fend.” Americans, he pointed out, | 
seem to “think that crime can be | 
held in check by punishing se’ erely 
an insignificant fraction ef our | 
criminals.” 

Police Free From Politics. | 

“They,” he said, speaking of the | 
cities he had visited, “have Duilt | 
up nonpolitical police forces that | 
make it decidedly risky for an indi- | 
vidual to engage in crime.”
